*** This office action is in response to Applicant's Election filed on October 25, 2004. 
Claims 16-30 are elected. Claims 1-15,31-33 are non-elected, without traverse.

(6,107,920), etc., of record, alone or in combination, do not anticipatively disclose each and 
every aspect of the claimed semiconductor device, or fairly make a prima facie obvious case of 
the claimed device, in combination with other claimed limitations as recited in base claim 16, the 
inclusion of having first and second antennae respectively coupled to main and back sides of a 
semiconductor chip including a memory to record information of an identification number and 
operative to transmit the information; wherein a gold layer, an antimony layer, and a silver layer 
are laminated on the back side of the semiconductor chip in order of mention; and a substrate 
voltage of the chip is applied from the antenna through the gold, antimony, and silver layers.
